They did not know tha t for 
a t lea st a yea r the People's Sta te 
Ba nk of Brownstown ha s been littered 
with forgeries a nd reeking with per­ 
jury. 
They did not know tha t Hugh 
A. Burrell is cha rged in the la st yea r 
with committing enough cripa es in his 
ba nking busipess to ca use him 
to 
serve the rest of his life in prison, if 
he should he convicted of a ll 
the 
cha rges ma de a ga inst him." 
In a nother pa ra gra ph he sa ys: 
“ All of tht* rotten deta ils of this 
ha nk ha ve not been exposed. 
It will 
ta ke weeks to do it, but enough ha s 
been found to justify the a ssertion tha t 
if tne depositors get 50 cents ou the 
dolla r they a re to be congra tula ted, 
a nd if Hugh A. Burrell is not sent to 
the penitentia ry it will he due to the 
fa ilure of the a uthorities of J a ckson 
county to do their duty. 
Ba d loa ns, 
investing the depositors' money 
in 
noa pa ying 
busine ss 
institutions, 
specula ting on the Chica go Boa rd of 
T n d e , a nd ma king a one-ma n a ffa ir 
out of this ba nk, ha ve wrecked it, a nd 
ca used grea t suffering in this county.*’ 
Further on in his story Blodgett 
sa ys: 
“ It is wondered why the directors 
did not find a ll of » his out. 
Simple i> 
the a nswer. 
When the time ca me for 
the election of officers a nd directors, 
Burrell sent a friend, genera lly a ma n 
na med Cla rk, to the stockholders a nd 
got their proxies, a nd these he voted 
to elec' his own friends to the direc­ 
tor s’ hoa rd, ta king ca re, a lwa ys, to 
ha ve a ma jority. 
At the 
directors' 
meetings Burrell woiihl rea d over the 
a ccounts, rea d the notes, checks, etc., 
a nd some one would keep ta lly. 
There 
ha ve been times when the figures in his 
report did not ta lly by $5,000 with the 
a mounts he rea d off, but he a lwa ys in- 
sisted tha t his figures were right, a nd 
the directors compla cently let it go a s 
he sa id. 
Ofte of the directors, W. A. 
Holies, 
a sked the 
ba nk 
exa miner 
severa l times a sto the condition of the 
ba nk, sa ying tha t he could not find, 
out a nything tha t wa s going on. 
Mr. 
Holies sa ys tha t the exa miners told 
him everything wa s a ll right, tha t 
Brownstown ought to be proud of its 
ba nk. 
Mr. Holies believed, a nd his 
fa ith will cost him a bout $20,000."

tiona ry wa r. 
He wa s honored with ma ny offices by his na tive sta te. 
He did 
a ble work in the fra ming of the constitution. 
During his occupa ncy 
of the 
presidency occurred the wa r of 1812. 
After his retirement Ma dison settled 
on his esta tes a t Montpelier, Va ., a nd wrote much upon public topics. 
He 
wa s a ssocia ted with Alexa nder Ha milton a nd John Ja y in the a uthorship 
a nd publica tion of tlie “ Federa list” essa ys in fa vor a nd in expla na tion 
of the 
United Sta tes constitution. 
Of the eighty-five essa ys, twenty-nine were by 
Ma dison. 
He died in 183*1 a t the a ge of eighty-five yea rs.

They will not vote for him in 19 08, 
a nd, since he could not be elected with 
them, how ca n he hope to he elected 
without them? 
He ha s not only a lien­ 
a ted them from his by his a ba ndon­ 
ment of the silver issue, but they 
ha ve a grieva nce a ga inst him a nd 
will fight him to the la st ditch. 
Ma ny 
of them left the Republica n pa rty to 
ca st their politica l fortunes with him. 
It Is no sma ll thing to brea k a wa y 
from one’s pa rty a llegia nce, but they 
ha d fa ith tha t Brya n wrould continue 
the fight for free coina ge a s long. If 
necessa ry, a s there wa s life in him. 
He broke fa ith with them by a ba ndon­ 
ing the money question a nd they will 
even the score in the election next 
yea r.”

ever, has far m ore detail, and it w as a 
splendidly execu ted piece of work . 
On the side of the ship nn inscriptlnn 
was cu t Into the stone showing tha t the 
relief was not m eant ineroly as an orna­ 
ment. 
It w as hewn ou t of the rock to 
form the base of a statu e In bronze In 
honor of H agesandros. 
The statu e has 
not been fou nd, bu t the rem ains of an 
iron fence erected in front of the relief 
wore u nearthed.

QUAINT ITALIAN FESTIVAL. 


H o i r

A quaint ceremonial, dating bark to 
the mists of antiquity, is performed ou 
May 15 in tho Ilttlo Umbrian town of 
Oubblo. 
On that <lav. writes a corre­ 
spondent of the London Morning Post, 
the town is alive w’th crowds of new* 
comers from far and near anxious to 
witness the famous procession of the 
Oerl, which the inhabitants still zeal* 
ousjy hold on the vigil of their patron 
•nd former bishop, St. Ubaldo. 
A oero is a toll wooden pole or mast 
which passes through the middle of 
two lantern shaped frames of wood and 
canvas, separated from each other and 
surmounted by the figure of a saint. 
The lower extremity of the mast fits 
Into a wooden stretcher provided with 
two long shafts, one at each end, so 
that It can be borne along the steep 
•treets and up the mountain side above 
the town on the stalwart backs of the 
young and vigorous. 
These eerl are three in number, and 
each is surmounted by the image of a 
separate saint—the first by that of St. 
Ubaldo, 
the 
second 
by that of S t 
George and the third by tlm of S t 
Antonio. 
S t George’s oero rests on supports 
representing a heap of wine barrels, a 
collection from various shops, a drum, 
mace and battleax and a pile of spears, 
because that warrior saint i* Hie pat­ 
ron of the shopkeepers, as a cording to 
Nai*oleon I he was in England. 
At 5 o’clock in the afternoon 
the 
bishop gave his benediction to the oori. 
and then at a given signal the ceraioli 
Hashed down the steep Via Dante at ! 
full speed, bearing the throe oori in 
rapid succession round the town. 
All the time the great bell of the pal- I 
•ce Is tolling; finally the bearers of the 
ceri rush wildly 
thrice aroun i 
the 
•quare. 
Then out of the *quare the 
procession rushes up the hill to the 
fa te of S t Ubaldo, wbi h leads through 
the Ivyclad walls to the hillside. 
At the gate the bearers rest a few 
minutes. 
Then off they start, an i soon 
B. Ubaldo’s yellow cope and St. George’s 
blue cloak, followed by St. Antonio’s 
black habit, may be descried speeding 
up the steep serpentines of Monte Iti- 
fino. 
Arrived at the top, St. Ubaldo is 
first admitted into the monastery, gy­ 
rates three times around the court, his 
Image is then carried Into the church, 
the others then follow and the proces­ 
sion is at an end.

o rinary is disputed, but certain it is 
that never befo re has mo b vengeance 
so frequently attended attacks upo n 
children. 
“There is no t any crime wave,” 
said Supt. Jenkins o f the So ciety fo r 
the Preventio n o f Cruelty to Children. 
“1 mean by that that o ur statistics 
sho w no increase in the number o f 
actual assaults co mmitted upo n girls 
under sixteen years. 
At this seaso n 
o f the year there is always a relative 
increase in the number o f assaults 
and attempted assaults upo n girls un­ 
der sixteen. 
They have no t. ho wever, 
increased relatively to the increase o f 
po pulatio n. They are abo ut the same 
number to date, this mo nth and last 
as there was in July and August, 
1906.”
